GOOD ADVICE TO FARMERS

Not tpany farmers who have been raising tobacco for the mar¬ 
ket in years past have ever held tneir crops for summer delivery. 
Therefore, a few words to those still holding their tobacco in bams 
at home will not come amiss. 

In the first place the tobacco should be hung very close, in fact 
pressed moderately together, as this will prevent much loss in 
weight which happens when often coming in and going out of case. 
In this close-hung condition it should be left until it gets the ad¬ 
vantage of as much hot weather as possible, thereby insuring the 
tobacco a thorough drying. Consult Mr. Ware before taking your 
tobacco down. { If it should come into the warehouse in too high 
case so that there is likely to be damaged tobacco after prizing, it 
will have to be at the owner’s risk and expense. This extra ex¬ 
pense means that the tobacco will have to be rehung in the ware¬ 
house here and the warehouse company can not advance money on 
it until it is in condition to insure keeping. One of the best tests 
is that after two or three dry, still days the tobacco is found early 
in the day, say before 8 o'clock, to be in good case, there will be

Farmer* should be especially careful [ 
about handling their tobacco now as | 
there is so much danger of getting too 
much rain case and thereby damaging 
their tobacco. All tohacco coming into! 
the warehouse, except in first-class 
c mdition for putting is hogsheads, 
will haVe to be rehung, thereby entail¬ 
ing extra expense and delay to the far¬ 
mer. So be careful and do not run 
this risk by failure to attend to tie 
condition ot the tobacco properly.

Milk For Poultry. 


Four Cases of Typhoid. 


Many poultrymen believe that there 
is no feed that is so good for young 
chicks or old fowls a* sour milk, clab¬ 
bered milk, or cheese curd made from 
sour milk. Even old sour milk, for 
' fowls, is excellent food, but all of thi»v 
1 must have something added to it. N©j 
gapes or cholera prevail among chick¬ 
ens that are ted upon sour milk and 
fed from clean troughs. A good food 
1 is fresh ground commeal from old corn, 
shorts and oatmeal, wet with clabbered 
milk, and some cracseU corn ana whole 
wheat, fed according to the age of the 
chickens. Rearing chickens require* 
judgment—there is a time and a place 
lor every step from the egg to the full 
grown chicken. Experience, with the 
right kind of perseverance, will rear 
chickens and also take care of old and 
young fowls. Sour milk, thickened 
with shorts and meal, ted every morn¬ 
ing, and some kind of gram at iught, 
is a satisfactory egg food. It i* the 
impression of many that the cornmeal, 
the oatmeal and shorts, with the crack¬ 
ed 'corn and whole wheat, constitute n 
very good variety of food, even with 
the sour milk left out. New milk is 
best for very young cnicks, if it can be 
had but the sour milk is excellent for 
| adults. _

The cake prevents the tire from 
burning the bowl and thus prevents 
nut king Its ls»re larger or uneven, 
which w.Mild in proportion spoil the 
draft. , The sides of the bowl are 
thick to keep In the beat, thus making 
flu* burning at the same temperature 
at the edges of the tobacco as in the 
center ami when the pipe is not puffed 
pieveutlug undue cooling. 

Needless to say. tobacco should be 
consumed at an even temperature; to 
vary It from high to low for any cause 
ruins the flavor of the l»est kinds of 
the weed. It is commonly known that 
m c«ke adds to the good smoking quali¬ 
ties’ of a pipe. This Is due to two 
causes; the cake, being mineral, stays 
hot when the pl|«e is not puffed, and 
also lielng of different material from 
I tlie imwl prevents the loss of heat. 

By a «-nol pfiie one means a dry pipe, 
and this, all depends on the stem, not 
on the bowl, a cool pipe or a hot pipe 
has little to do with the actual heat of 
the smoke coming from the stem Into 
the mouth, but depends upon the chem¬ 
ical qualities of the smoke.

Young Turkeys. 


The main point with young turkeys 
! is to prevent them from being attacked 
i by the large gray body lice, and the 
' best way to do so is to begin with the 
parent birds before the young ones are 
hatched, as lice usually go from adult j 
, birds to the chicks. When turkey hens i 
desire to sit they should be anointed on j 
the head once a week with some kind 
ot oil, such as olive oil, linseed oil. or 
Itrdoil. This will kill the large lice 
and prevent the chicks from being de- I 
stroyed during the first few days of 
! their existence. 

Grease is repugnant to poultry of all 
kinds, hence but little oil should be 
used. Apply it lightly on the heads. ! 
the combs, faces and necks, rubbing it 
well into the skin. It will render the 
hen more comfortable, prevent her 
from leaving the nest frequently for 
relief from torture, and will also save 
the chicks from being attacked. A 
few drops of oil on each chick once a j 
week should be used, and more yqung j

These are very economical to make 
and are very quickly done and are 
among the most durable of any of the 
homemade ruga, as the rope makes 
such a hard, strong surface before It Is 
covered with the flannel.
